Collins Park Line Protests. 


The protest of the Collins Park and 
Belt company, signed by the company’s 
attorneys and filed with the committee, 
is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Committee on Elec- 
tric and Other Railways.—Gentlemen: 
By the reports of your meetings in the 
public prints we are advised that your 
committee proposes presenting a general 
ordinance to the council providing that 
henceforth all street car companies using 
the streets of Atlanta shall pay to the 
city a portion of their gross receipts, 
on which all franchises are granted. 
your committee does not wish or intend 
to in any way discriminate against the 
Collins Park and Belt Railroad Com- 
pany or in favor of any other street 
railway company. 

‘We also see it stated In the papers 
that your committee Is advised that such 
an ordinance will be at once effective to 
bring within its operation the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company and com- 
pel it to pay the required per cent of 
its gross earnings to the city. 

‘‘Not having been present at your com- 
mittee sessions, ~ve do not know how 
accurate these reports are, but if they 
are accurate, the proposed ordinam:e 
would, in our opinion, work so great an 
injustice to the Collins Park and Belt 
Railroad Company that we feel called 
on to present these views to your con- 
sideration. 

“We respectfully, but most positively 
insist that such an ordinance passed 
now would be binding on the Collins Park 
and Belt RailroadCompany if it accepted 
franchises under it and would subject it 
to the proposed payment, but would not 
affect the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. 

“It would affect the Collins Park and 
Belt Railroad Company solely because 
it would be a condition under which the 
Collins Park and Belt Railroad Company 
would be required to accept its franchises, 
passed before the franchises were given, 
and if the Collins Park and Belt Railroad 
Company accepted franchises on such 
conditions it would thereby contract with 
the city and agree that it would make the 
payment required. The city having the 
right to grant or refuse a street fran- 
chise can grant on condition and thus 
make a contract binding on both par- 
ties. 


Question of Reserved Conditions. 


‘But where the city has already granted 
the franchises she cannot impose condi- 
tions not reserved when the grant was 
made. That is too plain for argument 
and will not be denied. She has already 
granted its franchises to thé Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company and has 
not therein imposed any such conditions. 
The contract between the city and the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company has 
been made and the city cannot chang? 
it without the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company's consent. 

“Of course if the city should hereafter 
grant other franchises to the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company on the con- 
dition that it would agree to give this 
percentage and it accepted the franchise, 
it would thereby consent, and not before. 

“We understand, however, that it is 
claimed that the city has reserved this 
power; because, in granting to the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company the 
right to electrically equip, it provided 
that the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company should remain subject to such 
ordinances as the city should pass, and 
that, therefore, it has agreed to such 
ordinance. ° 

“We submit that this contention has 
been already decided adversely to the 
city in a suit between it and the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, formerly 


called the Consolidated. This very pro- | 


vision was insisted on in the transfer 
case to show that the Consolidated had 
agreed to submit to all future ordinances 
and, therefore, was bound by the transfer 
ordinance, but the United States circuit 
court and the United States circuit court 
of appeals both decided that this provis- 
ion did not mean what the city eantended 
for, but that the city had not bargained 
away her right to pass any legal ordi- 
nance which her charter empowered her 
to pass. 


“The circuit court of appeals sald: ‘Un- 
der the constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia, which prohibits any street rallroad 
company from building upon the streets 
of the city without its consent, and un- 
der the reservations made by the city of 
Atlanta in its ordinances granting such 
consent to the Atlanta Consoljdated Street 
Railroad Company, the power ts not re- 
served to the city of Atlanta to pass any 
ordinance which it sees fit, compelling 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company to give transfers and issue 
transfer tickets between the several lines 
of said company. 


““*These conclusions, the reasons for 
which are found in the opinion of the 
circult court on the demurrer, dispose of 
this appeal.’ 


“Turning to the opinion of the circuit 
court for such reasons, it says: ‘Of 
course this ordinanre should be treated 
as contended for by counsel for the Con- 
solidated company, and the word “legal- 
ly’"’ should be read into it, and it should 
read as though it said: such ordinances 
“as may be hereafter legally made:” an4 
the question, therefore, recurs to, and 
is, what legislative grant has the city 
empowering it to pass this transfer or- 
dinance? As we do not find itn any of 
the acts of legislature relied upon the 
power to pass the ordinance, we are com- 
pelled to hold that the city exceeded its 
authority in passing It.’ 

“As to what ordinances the elty ran 
pass, the court says: ‘The city unques- 
tlonably has the right, within any reason- 
able limit, to regulate the speed of cars 
and other matters connected with their 
movement on the streets; where poles 
shall be placed in the case of overhead 
wires; how wires shall be located, ani 
their location with reference to other 
wires and the safety of the same, and to 
do many other things which might be 
noted with reference to the occupamy 
of the streets, protection to life and limb 
thereon, and all such matters as involvs 
the safe and orderly use of tha streets 
over which it has, under the legislature 
full power to control.’ ‘ 


“This conclusion was reached by five 
judges, two in the circult court and three 
in the circuit court of appeals. 


No one will contend that the clitv’s 
charter gives her the right, after she 
has granted franchises Without making 
such requirements, to require by ordi- 
nance that all street car companies in 
addition to thelr taxes, shall pay into her 
treasury a certain part of their gross re- 
ceipts. 


To subsequently attempt to do so would 
impair the’ obligation of the contract 
made between the city and the street 
car companies and make a case which 
could go right into the United States 
court, and the result would be in favor of 
thet FE 
The ‘Atlanta Railway and Power Como 

} ompa- 
ny, would be exempt, and the new com- 
pany, the Collins Park and Belt Railroad 
Company, would be bound and crippled. 

‘We feel sure that nefther the com- 
mittee nor any member of the city gov. 
egnment desires to discriminate against 
the Collins Park and Belt Rallroad com- 
pany and have any such burden placed 
on it unti] such burden also rests on the 
Atlanta Railway and Power company. 

“If then you finally determine to recom- 
mend such an ordinance, we respectfully 
insist it should provide that it shall not 
become operative against the Collins Park 
and Belt Railroad company until it be- 
camé operative as to the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power company and the Atlanta 
Railway company. This provision can 
harm no one. 

“If we are right, then the proviso pre- 
vents an unjust discrimination; if we are 
wrong, and the Atlanta Railway and 
Power company is subject to such an or- 
dinance, then under the proviso it becomes 
at once operative as to both, and no de- 
lay has taken place. . 

“If however, the proviso is omitted, 
the courts hold (as we feel sure they 
must) that this ordinance will not bind 
the Atlanta Railway and Power company 
until each accepts some new franchise 
and thus consents to it, then we are 
discriminated against and unjustly bur- 
dened, 

“We insist moreover that this entire 
ordinance is not in the spirit of At'anta. 

‘This very council has granted fran- 
chises to the Atlanta Railway and Pow- 
er company without price, although that 
company is old, well established and able 
to pay. 

‘ls it the policy of this city to encour- 
age new enterprises and to burden them 
less than the old in order to encourage 
the investment of new capital. It has re- 


cently been urged that exemption from | 


taxation be granted new manufactories 
for a term of years in order to encourage 
their building. In all fairness, if gny dis- 
discrimination is made, ought not the bur- 
dens of the new street car system just 
beginning its development, to be made 
lighter and not heavier than those of the 
old established street car system which 
has all of the best streets without cost 
and which had for years exemption from 
taxation? 

“Discrimination against the Collins 
Park and Belt Railroad company means 
not alone a burden, but it alarms the 
capital proposing to invest by inducing 
the belief of hostility to the new line on 
the part of the city government. 

“We have made the city what we deem 
a liberal proposition—$60,000 for the White- 
hall street viaduct. Both the collins Park 
and Belt Railroad company and the citi- 
zens are deeply interested in its prompt 
building. Every other bridge in the cen- 
ter of the city is held by the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power company. To reject this 
offer which greatly promotes the near 
building of the viaduct, and in its stead 
to put on the Collins Park and Belt Rail- 
road company a franchise burden to 
which the Atianta Railway and Power 
company is not Hable works directly to 
their benefit and our hurt. 


“The Collins Park and Belt Railroad 
company asks no more than that ts shall 
be treated as the other street railway 
companies have been treated and are to 
be treated. We beg you in common fair- 
ness to impose upon us no burden that 
you do not impose upon others. We are 
willing to be placed upon a footing of per- 
fect equality with the others, and we ask 
no favor that may not be granted to 
them. Give us an equal chance. We ask 
that and nothing more.

MEETING YESTERDAY MORNING 


Legislators Are Asked To Act on the 
Question, 


THERE WAS MUCH DISCUSSION 


Report of Committee Unanimously 
Adopted—Appeal Made to All 
Good Negroes To Help Stop 
Crimes That Cause 
Lynching. 


The members of the Evangelical Minta- 
ters’ Association held a moaeting yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock, at which the ques- 
tion of lynch law was discussed. 

There was a good attendance at the 
meeting, and the discussion of the ques- 
tion was full and very interesting. The 
regular paper that was to have been read 
and discussed at the meeting was post- 
poned on account of the fact that Dr. 
Landrum was absent and he was to have 
led the discussion. 

For this reason the members took up 
the report of the committee on lynch law. 
There was considerable 
this report, led by the members of the 
committee, and participated in by every 
member present, 

Finally the association atlopted the re- 
port of the committee, as foliows: 

Your committee has tried tu prepare 
a report which shall satisfy all cur 
minds, and which shall present our 
views to the people at iarge.- We 
have no hope that this lofty agpiration 
has been attained, but we «do hope that 
we have so far caught and exhiltited 
the results of the best th:inkirg cr the 
question submitted to us, thst you 
will deem it prudent to adopt this re- 
port. 

We have carefully consid tie) the 
various resolutions lying on our table; 
we have canvassed the subject among 
preachers and professional men and 
other Intelligent citizens, and we have 
devoutly tried to find the will of our 
divine Master. 

We do now, 
following: ‘« 

First, we find a widespread demand 
for summary justice against all who 
commit rape or attempt to commit 
rape. We find that these crimes are 
nearly always committed by negroes 
on white women and children, and for 
these crimes chiefly is lynch law in- 
voked, but not exclusively. When 
lynching begins the tendency Is to ex- 
tend its operation over other offenses 
which in their character are especially 
infamous. 

As ministers of the gospel, as ser- 
vants ofthe Lord who taught his dis- 
ciples to obey and support the Jaw, 
we sincerely and sternly condemn and 
oppose all lynch law. : 

Second, we most earnestly request 
and recommend our preachers to use 
their influence in the pulpit and in 
pastoral work to create a public sentl- 
ment in favor of law and order and 
against disorder and anarchy. 

Third, we appeal to all good and in- 
fluential colored people, of whom we 
are glad to believe that there are very 
many, to help us in these efforts. We 
beg to use their influenee with their 
people to make them the awful 
wrong of these crimes, and to Induce 
them to aid the rightful authorities to 
bring tose criminals to justice, 

Fourth, we are not legislators. We 
are, however, citizens, and though we 
are preachers, this is not an ecclesias- 
tical body. We have as much right to 
ask for legislation on moral and soctal 
questions as the chamber of commerce 
has to ask for it on commercial) or 
economic questions, or the State Medi- 
cal Association on sanitary questions. 

We beg, therefore, to be heard be- 
fore the law-making powers in the 
following suggestion: 

First, That certain crimes, such as 
rape, the attempt to rape, murder in 
the act. or in the attempt to cornmit, 
burglary, train wrecking, or arson, the 
murder of women or children, the 
murder of several helpless victims, 
and the like, be classified as suggested 
by Mr. Garrard, of Columbus, Ga., 
‘infamous crimes,’ and that they all 
be subjected to some system cf speedy 
trial and summary justice, 

Second. We trust that the law may 
be so amended ‘as completely to pro- 
tect the delicacy of unfortunate female 
witnesses. 

Third. That the law may have a 
stronger deterrent effect, we suggest 
that, if possible, heavier penalties be 
awarded to the commission and the 
attempt to commit such crimes. Re-

HISTORIC CIETIS OF EUROPE. 


IV. VENICE. 
(Concluded.)

The events that took place at the time 
of the fourth crusade, toward the begin- 
ning of the thirteenth century, are of tco 
great importance to be passed in absolute 
silence. The crusaders had negotiated 
with Venice for an immense fleet to carry 
them to the Iloly Land. The full amount 
of money asked for this service proving 
too great for them to pay, the Venotians, 
at the suggestion of the famous loge 
Enrico Dandolo, agreed to remit the re- 
mainder of what was due, provided the 
crusaders assisted them in subduing the

rebellious city of Lara. Their offer was 
accepted; Lara was besieged and taken. 
Then the allies, French and Venetians, 
instead of going directly to Palestine, de- 
cided to pass by Constantinople, to cap- 
ture this city if possible. The fght that 
resulted was fearful. The allies were 
again victorious, but this victory was 
followed by misdeeds that will tarnish 
forever the fair names of Venice and 
France. License and murder were rife; 
no age, no sex, was spared; churches 
were desecrated and valuable treasures 
of art destroyed. The loss which we most 
bemoan is that of the valuable literature 
of the time, a loss that can never be re- 
paired, But even in this riot the pride of 
the Venetians in the adornment of their 
city can be detected, for almost the only 
works of art that were rescued from the 
fury of the soldiers were those which 
were brought bazk to Venice, and which 
still adorn her squares and churches. The 
material advantage accrulng to the Vene- 
tians is illustrated in Doge Dandolo's 
lengthened title, ‘“‘Doge of Venice, Dai- 
matia end Croatia, lord of one-fourth and 
one-eighth of the Roman Empire,” a title 
which the doges rctained until 135. The 
sack of Constantinople was, however, to 
prove disastrous to Venice, for it opened 
the way through which, a century cr 
more later, the Turltsh hordes were to 
invade Europe. 

The inquisition was tintroduced into 
Venice toward the middle of the thir- 
teenth century, but it never gained much 
foothold. The Venetian government was 
too jealous of Rome's power, and its ve- 
strictions on the holy office were never 
satisfactory to the pope. 

In 1310 another change in the govern- 
ment took piace—the great council was 
closed and the dreaded council of ten 
was instituted. This new councii ruled 
Venice with a rod of iron; its members 
were chosen from the noblest and most 
respected citizeng of the republic, and 
each held office one year. ‘The secrecy 
connected with the actions of the cecuncil 
of ten caused much. dread among all 
classes of citizens, and brought on i;t a 
feeling of blame which is not deserved. It 
ruled as a tyrant, but as a tyrant whose 
fixed idea was the welfare and aggran- 
dizement of the republic. For five cen- 
turies it governed Venice, dictating to 
nceble and commoner alike—pitiless, but 
generally incorruptible. That it lasted so 
long shows the need it filled :n the city’s 
government. The punishments it could 
conflict ranged from a mere fine to exile, 
torture and death. 

During the fourteenth century the trade 
of Venice with foreign countries increased 
considerably. Venetian merchants no 
longer dealt with the east only, but had 
commercial. relations over the whole of 
Europe, as far even as iingland. Advan- 
tageous treaties were made with foreign 
rulers, and no limit seemed set to ‘the 
republic’s prosperity. 

Toward «ne end of the fourteenth cen- 
tury Venice engaged in a policy which

Overwhelmed by numbers, deserted of 
her allies, she was often compelled to 
sign with these hordes treaties that were 
distasteful to other Christian nations, 
but her motto in such cases was ‘“‘Siamo 
Veneziana, poi Cristiana’ (‘We are Vene- 
tions, then Christians’’). She fought 
bravely for the protection of Christianity, 
but the interests of the republic were to 
be the first thought of every true Vene- 
tian citizen. 

By the treaty of Campoformio in 1797 
Venice was given to Austria by Napoleon 
Bonaparte, but only after she had been 
robbed of many of her works of art, 
which were taken to Paris. The Austri- 
ans entered Venice in 1798 and the story 
of Venice as a republic is ended. 

The history of the city of Venice in our 
century can be 0bpriefly told. In 1806 
Venice was returned to Napoleon, but 
when the latter’s power began to wane 
Austria reasserted her claims, and in 
1818 Venice was made part of the Lom- 
bard-Veneto kingdom, ruled by an Aus- 


| trian prince.- This sovereign’s yoke rested 


heavily on the shoulders of the Venetians, 
mutterings were heard, and finally in 1848 
the citizens rose to arms.

the lagoons. As the result of events 
which need not here be discussed Venice 


'departed from her poliey of ruling only 
‘over these protected islands, and, entet- 


ing into a league with Plorence, she cap- 
tured Padua, and thus became the owner 
of territory on the mainland. This change 
of policy drew her into italian politics 
turned her thoughts somewhat from her 
ambition to be supreme on the sea, which 
was her legitimate domain, and, in con- 
scquence, introduced elements into her 
government which were not to work for 
the best good of the republic. 

The year 1348 was that of the famous 
plague in Italy, and Venice had@#her share 
of deaths. Some historians claim that 
three-fifths of her citizens perished and 
that the graveyards were so packed that 


the Austrians agreeing to vacate the city. 

The Austrians soon returned, however, 
to Italy, and their army was everywhere 
victorious. Venice fought bravely for her 
independence. The old-time courage 
secmed to return to her citizens, but after 
a bombardr.ent of twenty-four hours the 
city was forced to yield, and in 1849 the 
Austrian general took possession of the 
town. 

Venice remained:in the Austrian power 
for some seventeen years. In 1859 and 1860 
the war of independence raged through- 
out Italy, but liberty was not yet to be 
the reward of these endeavors. About 
six years afterwards Italy, having form- 
ed an alliance with Prussia, rose against 
the Austrians. The Italian army was not 
successful, but the victories of the Prus- 
sians in 1866 brought this war to a close. 
Venice, with the neighboring country, was 
ultimately united to the kingdom of Italy, 
and on the 7th of November, 1866, Vittorio

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|'Emanuele, the new Italian king, visiting 
Venice for the first time, was welcomed 
with much ceremony and rejoicing. Thus 
a new leaf is turned im the history of 
Venice. "Whether her future as part of 
the Italian kingdom its to be ag brilliant 
and’ as varied as her past remains for 
coming generations to witness and for 
future historians to say. 

The commercial activity of Venice will 
ever remain her greatest monument. In 
arts and lNterature she cannot justly be 
compared with other Italign cities. 

Mest of the Venetian artists directed 
their talents to the adornment of their 
native city. All public buildings in Venice 
are of wonderful beauty, and even the 
stores and smaller dwellings *are not 
without a certain artistic stamp. The 
ducal palace, St. Mark’s cathedral and 
the many other churches and monasteries 
of this city are adorned with rare paint- 
irgs and sculptures, and one must go to 
Venice to study the works of such ar- 
chitects as Sansovino and the Lombardl, 
of such sculptors as Alessandro Vittoria 
and Alessandro Leopardi, of such paint- 
ers as Titian, Tintoretto and Veronese. 
Lhis list may be small, but it fis surely 
not lacking in quality. The republic ex- 
celled in such manufactures as are close- 
ly related to the arts. Venetian lace and 
glass were known throughout Europe, and 
brought high prices. Mention should also 
be made of the Venetlarg mosaics, espe- 
cially of those made of colored glass and 
which show such beautiful desigys. 

In literature and learning, with the ex- 
ception of the comic poet, Carlo Goldonil, 
Venice presents few names of unusual 
celebrity, but she retrieves herself in the 
domain of printing, for to this day no 
handsomer books exist than those coming 
from the presses of Aldo Manuzio, John 
of Spires and Nicolas Jenson. 

Nothing further need be said to justify 
the ranking of Venice among the princi- 
pal cities of Europe. Past commercial 
supremacy, present beauty—these are the 
rightful claims of the “Queen of the 
Adriatic” to universal recognition and ad- 


miration,

EMORY’S ADVANTAGES. 


A Large Endowment, Hich Curricu- 


lum, Fine Discipline and Hea?{h- 
ful Location. 
While it Is lamentable that all southern 
edurational institutions are more or less 
lacking In endowment funds, vet Emory 


our opinion, is necessary to be done to 
relieve the situation. While oug pump- 
ing capacity is more than necessary 
for the present demand, it is so divided 
that we cannot get the full benefit of 
it without risk, inconvenience and un- 
necessary expense. 

At Hemphill pumping station we 
have two pumps with a capacity of 
10,000,000 gallons per day each. Our 
dally pumpage averages 6,000,000 or 
more, but during the evening from 
4:30 to 7 o'clock, the pumpage runs up 
to an average of 13,000,000 gallons per 
day, which is 3,000,000 gallons in ex- 
cess of guaranteed capacity of either 
pump. As a result, during these hours, 
both pumps have to be put in service, 
which leaves us with no reserve in 
case of accident to elther pump. If 
only one pump is used during tlese 
hours, it would be run beyond its ca- 
pacity, which is both danzgerous und 
expensive, and should a serious fire 
break out in the city during these 
hours, and only one pump in service, 
we could not furnish fire pressure as 
the pump could aot excaed its cayacti- 
ty, and we would get velocity, but no 
more water, and it would take at least 
one hour to get bollers enough in ser- 
vice to run both pumps. 

To run both pumps at the sme time, 
and have them ready to put in service, 
would necessitate the hanking of “res 
in the remaining battery of buvollers, 
giving us no chance to clean, rest or 
put boilers in proper condition, which 
is not only dangerous, but would jeop- 
ardize our insurance. 

While we could get along very well 
for the present, the board desires to 
call your attention to the necessity of 
putting In additional battery of boilers 
at once, and one additional pump of 
20,000,000 gallons daily capacity, wthin 
the next eighteen months or two 
years, for should the pumpage 
increase during the next two 
years as it has during the past two 
years, an additional pump would be 
an absolute necessity by the t'me it 
could be built and put in -peraiion. 
Viewing it from this standpoint, the 
board desires to call your attention to 
the situation in time, so that you could 
give such direction to the inatter as 
in your wisdom you may see proper 
to do. To get up specifications, adver- 
tise, receive bids, award contract and 
have pump built and put 'n operation, 
would consume from eighteen months 
to two years time. 


Reservoir. ; 


We also d§@:ire to call your atten- 
tion to a matter of more importance 
than an additional pump now, and that 
is our lack of storage capacity. The 
present reservoir holds about a two 
weeks’ supply of water, while the 
board is of the opinion that we should. 
have from thirty to sixty days’ supply 
on hand at all times. With an in- 
creased capacity giving us 600,000,000 
gallons in settling basin, we would not 
then be put to the necessity of pump- 
ing muddy water from the river. The 
more muddy water pumped Into the 
reservoir,.the more alum is used to 
clarify it. With muddy water we use 
from one to two barrels of alum per 
day. With good water, which has had 
time to setthg@ we would use o1g@:-third 
of a barrel per day. Alum costs about 
$8 per barrel. This is the record as it 
now stands. Should the pumpage in- 
crease, the use of alum would increase 
in the same proportion, 


Filters. 


We call your attention also to the 
necessity of increasing our filter ca- 
- pacity by next summer. The present 
filters have a capacity of 7,000,000 gal- 
lons per day, and for several days 
during the past month they have run 
to their fuli capacity. There should be 
added at least 3,000,000 gallons more 
capacity to present plant. 

In calling your attention to these 
matters, the board does not wish to 
appear in the light of an alarmist, but 
wishes to impress upon you the neces- 
sity of your investigating these mat- 
ters, and of preparing to meet the 
emergency before it is upon us, for 
come it will. 

It is but reasonable to suppose that 
our pumpage will increase as much or 
more in the next two years as it has 
during the past two or three years.

Tn the court of ordinary on yesterday 
Messrs. Harrison & Bryan and Arnold 
& Arnold, as attorneys for C. Roscoe 
| Ryan and Lewis W. Ryan, filed objections 
_to the probate of the will of Mrs. H. A. 
Kirkpatrick. The objectors are grand- 
children of Mrs. Kirkpatrick who died 
about three months ago, leaving an es- 
tate, said to be worth about $50,000. 

Mrs. Kirpatrick left a paper, which {fs 
claimed to be her will, by which she 
bequeathed all of her property to the 
children of her son, Frank T. Ryan, and 
left out the objectors, who are also grand- 
children, being the children of a deceased 
son, ; 

The objectors claim that at the time 
the alleged will is said to have been ex- 
secuted Mes, Kirkpatrick was of un- 
sound mind and had not sufficient mental 
capacity to make any will. It is further 
alledging that the paper in evidence was 
the result of duress practiced upon Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick by Frank T. Ryan, who, 
it is asserted, substituted his own will 
for that of the decedent. 

It is claimed that Frank Ryan had full 
knowledge and complete control of his 
mother and compelled her to execute the 
paper filed some time ago for probate 
in the ordinary’s office. The objectors 
further assert that this will was the re- 
sult of fraud practiced upon Mrs. Kirk- 
patrick, and that her son poisoned her 
mind against the objectors, who,, were 
her own grandchildren.

The little woman regained her senses, 
and was taken tnto the white female de- 
partment by the turnkey, where she was 
locked up in a cell, 

Several days ago it was reported to 
the city detectives that a merchant had 
been robbed of a diamond ring and a 
pin, both worth about $150. 

A young man was suspected, and the 
officers ascertained that a young woman, . 
who went under the name of May Prwin, 
knew something about the missing dia- 
monds, as she was yisited by the sus- 
pected thief. 

There is evidence that the woman told 
somebody she knew where the diamonds 
Were, but this she denies, 

However, the woman was sent for yes- 
terday morning, and she was closely ques- 
tioned by Captain Slayghter. She @’as 
told that if she would only tell where the 
jewels were she would not be prosecuted. 
She cried and wrung her hands, and vow- 
ed she knew nothings about any stolen 
diamonds. 

Captain Slaughter was fn possession of 
such strong evidence that the woman 
knew exactly where the diamonds had 
been secreted, that he ordered her locked 
up on the charge of receiving and hiding 
stolen property. 

The woman, was very stubborn, and 
said defiantly that she would die in 
prison before she could tell, as she was 
utterly ignorant of the whereabouts of 
the stolen jewels. She walked down the 
stairway leading to the prison with her 
head erect and fire flashing from her 
dark eyes. Bhe gave her name to the 
station sergeant without tremor of the 
voice. The turnkey started with her to 
the prison, and while he was unlocking 
the door a detective talked to the wo- 
man, still pleading with her to tell all 
she knew. 

‘Suddenly the woman reeled and fell 
backward against a trunk. She had seen 
the prison bars, and her woman's nature 
asserted itself. She was only a woman, 
after all. 

If the theory of the detectives is cor- 
rect, the whole affair, so far as the wo- 
man is concerned, {s another one of the 
stories of a woman clinging to some man 
and shielding him regardless of herself. 
It is probable that other arrests will 
follow today, and the detectives belleve 
they will recover the diamonds.

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On yesterday FE. Burke Garwood. 
through his attorneys, Arnold & Arnold, 
filed suit against the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Rallway Company and 
against the Southern Railway Company 
to recover $20,000 damages.

Harden Their Purpose. | 


MISUNDERSTAND IN THE COUNTRY 


Rich Attributes Outrages to Igno- 
rance on the Part of Those Who 
Formed the Mob. 


President B. B. Rich, of the southern 
states mission of the Mormon church, 
who is in the city preparing to begin the 
work of investigating the recent alleged 
outrages upon elders of his church, paid 
a visit to Governor Candler yesterday 
morning. 

It was expected that President Rich 
would demand of the governor protection 
for the members of the Mormon church 
in engaging in their work in Georgia ard 
also request official investgaton of the 
assault made upon three elders in Jasper 
county two weeks ago. Such, however, 
proved not to be the object of President 
Reh's visit, and the high offictal of the 
Mormon church contented himself with 


discus®ing at length the mission cf the 
church in the south and what was ex- 
pected to be accomplished in this state. 

The Mormon leader found in Governor 
Candler one thoroughly out of sympathy 
with mob law and-every outrage result- 
ing from the banding together of any 
body of men for the purpose of avenging 
a real or imaginary wrong. 

Apparently to his surp@3e, President 
Rich found that Governor Candler was in 
need of no information as to the doc- 
trines of the Mormon church. During the 
interview nothing was mentioned by 
President Rich as to the object of his 
visit in this state, which is understood 
to be the investigation of the conduct of 
a Jasper county mob in roughly handling 
three elders of the Mormon church. 

He will examine into the affair closely 
and make an effort to see that the guilty 
parties are brought to justice. In speak- 
ing of the treatment accordéd the people 
of his faith in Georgia, President Rich 
said: 

“There is evidently an understanding 
in the rural districts that the elders of 
our church stand for the doctrine of 
polygamy, and this has probably done 
much to excite a certain class of people 
who are superstitious enough to attack 
any faith novel to them. Our people 
should not be attacked on account of a 
condition of affairs that existed years 
ago and which the church now condemns 
in compliance with the law. 

“In many places the elders have been 
treated fairly and allowed to worship 
in the manner they see fit. 

“There is no intention, I assure you, on 
the part of the church to withdraw our 
people from the state on account of any 
outrage that has been perpetrated upon 
them. We. expect to meet with persecu- 


as Christ met with ill treatment when he 
was on earth.” 

President Rich expressed satisfaction 
as a result of his taike with Governor Cen- 
dler and left the ex@cutive office confi- 
dent that the govermmér would do all in 
his power to protect the Mormon elders 
from the mob.
